WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The last ex- 
tended trip President Roosevelt will 
make before he retires from office will 
‘be on a special train to the Lincoln 
farm near Hodgenville, Ky., to partici- 
pate in the cornerstone laying of the 
marble memorial hall next Friday on 
the site of the homstead in which Abra- 

ham Lincoln was born. 

The presidential party will leave to- 
morrow forenoon. Mrs. Roosevelt and 
Miss Ethel Roosevelt, Secretary Wright 
and Secretary Loeb will be among the 
guests. 

Although the place is somewhat in- 
wecessible, every possible arrangement 
has been made for the comfort of the 
distinguished guests repfesting the Fed- 
eral Government, as well as of the Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky and his staff and 
members of the military organizations 
which will act as an escort to the Presi- 
dent. 

The President will speak at 3 o’clock,

GREELY, Colo., Feb. 10.—Ernest 
Minckwitz, formerly chemist in the 
Windsor sugar factory, enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the only man in Colo- 
rado who spanked Theodore Roosevelt 
when the President was a boy.

A few minutes before 1 o’clock, a 
waiter from the Planters Hotel, bearing 
a large tray, hurried through. the cor- 
ridor and into the room, where he hur- 
riediy spread a table. Notified by a 
janitor that the way was reasonably 
clear, Mrs. Lemp, escorted by her 
father, A. H. Handlan, left the court- 
room through Judge Hitchcock’s, pri- 
vate office and hurried up the stairway 
a few feet from the door. 

They were able to escape the greater 
part of the crowd. The moment they 
emerged from the Judge's office a boy 
cried, ‘‘Here they come,” and the crowd 
which was gathered in the rotunda oi 
the Courthouse, ran to the stairway. 

The door of the room in which Mrs. 
Lemp and her father had lunch alone 
was closed, and though the crowd wait- 
ed outside for fully fifteen minutes, no 
one was able to see Mrs. Lemp. 

A night. session of the trial will prob- 
ably be held Wednesday night, to make 
up for the time lost by the adjourn- 
ment over Lincoln’s birthday Friday. 

Jacob Rosenstein, a women’s tailor, 
formerly in business here, met Lemp 
after Lemp’s marriage in the houses of 
women of bad character, according to 
his deposition, read mn court. He said 
Lemp paid $50 for a kerchief bill. 

In her petition Mrs. Lemp alleges as 
one of the indignities heaped upon her 
by her husband that he paid the funeral 
expenses of Lulu Morrison, who lived 
near Twenty-third street and Jefferson 
avenue. 

Mr. Lemp admits in his formal an- 
swer filed in court that he did furnish 
the money to bury Miss Morrison, but 
he says he did it as an act of charity to 
a poor, unfortunate woman, and not 
because he had any regard for her 
whatever. , 

The lawyers read the deposition ef a 
Pearl Richey, who testified that had 
seen Lemp twice in a house of another 
woman, and that she saw him autemo- 
biling with others. She said she was 
sure this was William J. Lemp and not 
one of his brothers. 

This is the woman whose deposition 
was taken in we St. Louls Mullanphy 
Hospital. She said she came to St. Louis 
from Chicago, although she was ill, and 
brought along a physician to atend her, 
to testify in the Lemp case. 

Rosenstein, in his deposition, testi- 
fies that he sold clothing to Miss Mor- 
rison and went there often, and that he 
met Mr. Lemp there several times after 
Mr. Lemp’s marriage. 

It took nearly an hour to read the 
long cross-examination of Pearl Richey. 
She testified that although she was sick 
in Chicago and was so helpless she was 
unable to wait on herself, she consented 
to come to St. Louis with a man she did 
not know and had never seen before, so 
she could give her deposition. ‘ 

She could not give the name of the 
man who came to her in Chicago, but 
when he told sher ne wished her to 
come to St. Louis, she came. Her doctor 
advised her not to go, and she told 
him that he could come to St. Louis 
with her, and all his expenses would 
be paid. He objected because ner condi- 
tion was such that it would be danger- 
ous for her to travel. She told her doc- 
tor if he did not come to St. Louis 
with her she would discharge him and 
get another doctor. Then he consented 
to come.

Many 
imaginary menus ‘have been made up 
and circuated as the official bill of fare, 
but the chefs and others are still busy 
considering what will be best to serve. 


Good Things for the Banquet. 
‘Some insist upon ‘“‘poulet creole,” 
young chickens stuffed with fresh 
mushrooms, while others declare that 
teal duck with a carefully prepared pe* 
can nut butter would be much more ap- 
petizing. Many favor crawfish bisque, 
but others hold out for the old-fash- 
ioned creole gumbo. 


The fish will be either pompano or 
shéeephead and will be cooked in wine. 
There will be a fruit salad, in whiel 
the principal ingredients will be pine- 
apples, bananas, oranges, grapefruit, 
celery and a rich creole dressing. Bis- 
cuit glate; pralines of cocoanut and oth- 
er sweet things will be served for the 
last course. 


Old cellars have been ransacked and 
wines of rare vintage unearthed for thé 
occasion. There will be a montillado, 
chateau La Fitte and many other fine 
old wines, which, according to the chefs, 
have been stored away for so many 
years that rakes will be requred to s€P- 
arate them from the cobwebs which 
have fermed over the bottles.

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ARETSCHMAR 
IS INDICTED FOR 
MILLING JON 


True Bill Charging First De- 
gree Murder Against Slay- 
er of Former Partner. 


Herman Kretschmar, his head bowed, 
his lips twitching and his knees trem- 
bling, was led from the Police Head- 
quarters Holdover to the Jail Wednes- 
day and locked up there to await trial 
on a charge of murdering Clarence N. 
Jones, who had been his closest friend 
for 40 years. 

Kretschmar has been held without 
bond since Feb. 3, when he shot and 
killed Jones in the office of the Com- 
monwealth Feed Co., of which Jones 
was president and of which Kretschmar, 
until a short time before, had been a 
director. 

His transfer to the Jail followed the 
issuance by Judge Fisher of a bench 
warrant.” The application for this war- 
rant Was accompanied by a written 
statement from the Circuit Attorney’s 
office that the grand jury has voted an 
indictment charging him with first 
degree murder. 

+ Under th® law the penalty for this 
offense may be either hanging or im- 
prisonment for life, at the option of the 
jury. Before the passage of thfs law, 
a jury finding a defendant, guilty of 
murder in the first degree could name 
only the death penalty in its verdict. 
Kretschmar feels keenly the accusa- 
tion against him and in physical ap- 
pearance he is a broken man. He still 
insists that he believed his own life was 
in danger when Jones attacked him. 
Kretschmar and Jones were like 
brothers until a few weeks before the 
shooting when Kretschmar’s. stock was 
purchased and his connection with the 
company were severed. 

He accused Jones of injuring hie rep- 
utation by writing letters to Pastern 
correspondents of the company. An- 
other partner of Jones who was also 
referred te in the letters teld Kretsch- 
mar there Was ne apparent purpose to 
a Ry him, but he insisted that there

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Philander 
Chase Knox is inhibited by the Consti- 
tution of the United States from accept- 
ing the office of Secretary of State be- 
fore March 5, 1911, according to consti- 


tutional lawyers. He cannot take the 
office March 65, 1909. Former Senator 
Spooner may accept the place, it is be- 
lieved. 

Section 6, clause 2 of article 1 of the 
Constitution dCeciares that no senator 
or represeniative in Congress shall be 
appointed to any Federal office wh -ch 
shall have been created or the pay 
thereof raised, within the time for which 
the congreseman was elected. 

On Jan. 18, 1907, Senator Knox voted 
to raise the pay of the office of Secre- 
tary of State from $8000 to $12,000 a year. 
On Feb. 27, 1907, President Roosevelt 
signed this bill, which became a law. 
The salary of the Secretary of State 
was raised with those of other Cabinet 
ministers and of senators and represent- 
atives. 

Senator Knox was appointed by Gov. 
Pennypacker to succeed M. 8S. Quay 
June 10, 1904. He was elected for six 
years in January, 1505, began his pres- 
ent term March 3, 1905, and it will expire 
March 3, 1911. 

The provision of the Constitution is as 
follows: 

“No senator or representative shall, 
during the time for which he was elect- 
ed, be appointed to any civil office un- 
der the authority of the United States, 
which shall have been created, or the 
emoluments whereof shall have been in- 
creased during such time; and no person 
holding office under the United States 
shall be a member of either house dur- 
ing his continuance of office,”’

CHINESE ASK ROOSEVELT 
TO END DISCRIMINATIONS 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.—In a tele- 
gram to President Roosevelt sent by 
the Chinese Consolidated Benevolent 
Association, better known ag the Chi- 
nese Six Companies, the attention of the 
President is called to certain instances 
wherein it is affirmed the executive 
department sought for the Japanese 
residents of California many rights and 
privileges that the Chinese have long 
been dented. The message in part fo'- 
lows: 

“We beg leave to refer you, Mr. 
President, to the fact that there is a 
discrimination in favor of the Japanese 
alien as against Chinese citizens, resi- 
dents and privileged classes of this 
country. 

“Such a discrimination is very appar- 
ent from the fact that the Department 
of Commerce and Labor. governed by 
the policy of your administration, im- 
poses upon the citizens of Chinese de- 
scent, domiciled on Chinese merghants, 
their families, the privilez sed classes of 
Chinese under the treaty, every con- 
ceivable ¢mbarrassment which is in no 
way suffered by the Japanese. 

“It is a well-known fact that Inspect- 
ors of immigration throughout the Unit- 
ed States where Chinese are concerfed 
are violating every letter of the fourth 
amendment to the Constitution. Chinese 
are arrested, searched and their papers. 
the only means by which they may be 
identified and saved the humiliation of 
arrest and deportation, confiscated. 

“It is a well-known fact that under 
your administration the immigration in- 
spectors treat the Chinese en route to 
the East from San Francisco as if they 
were escaping criminals.” 


DISPATCHES FROM FRISCO 
EXCITE JAPANESE PAPERS 


TOKIO, Feb. 10.—The Japanese news- 
papers continue to be filled with djs- 
patches emanating from San Francisco, 
New York and London, indicating a se- 
rious increase of anti-Japanese senti- 
ment in the Pacific Coast states, which 
is said to be rapidly Spreading to in- 
terior states. ?

Americans everywhere are 
assured that Japan has no reason to 
believe that the action of the state leg- 
islatures will in any way affect the re- 
lations between the two countries. 

It is believed here, however, that the 
sensational presentation of the situation 
by the California correspondents of the 
Japanese press must seriously affect they 
business future and standing, not only 
of Americans, but of al! foreigners in 
Japan. Ninety-nine per cent of the Japa- 
nese are unable to distinguish between 
the various nationalities. All foreign- 
ers in Japan are considered alike. 


Anti-Jap Bill in New York, 
ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 10.—Assembly- 


man Cuvillier of New York introduced 
a bill in the Legislature today provid- 
ing for a State committee. authorized 
to confer with co-ordinate bodies from 
other states on the advisability of en- 
acting a general exclusion act against 
the subjects of Japan. The measure 
clothes the committee with full power 
to make a searching investigation of 
economic conditions and provides an ap- 
propriation of $10,000. In regular order 
the bil] was referred to the Ways and 
Means Committee. 


Nevada Anti-Jap Bill Tabled. 
CARSON, Nev., Feb. 10.—The Giffen 
anti-alien law, which was aimed to pre- 
vent Japanese and Chinese from holding 
lands or acting as corporation directors, 
came up for reading in the Senate yes- 
terday. The bill had been reported un- 
favorably by the judiciary committee 
of the Senate. Upon motion of Senator 
Boyd the bill was laid upon the table. 


Roosevelt's Warning to Nevada. 
RENO, Nev., Feb. 10.—In a telegraphed 
interview with Senator Nixon of Navada

"COUNT" GERIKE 
HUMAN TEXTBOOK 
FLAW, IS DEAD 


— 


Was Known About St. Louis 
Courts as a Living En- 
cyclopedia. 











With the passing of ‘Count” Fred 
Gerike, who was asphyxiated in the 
rear of Justice ‘‘Marty’’ Moore's of- 
fice, 1007 Chestnut street, justices of 
the peace, lawyers and attaches of 
courts in St. Louis have lost the serv- 
ices of a walking encyclopedia. For 30 
years the ‘“‘Count’’ has been solving 
a@:fficult law points which arose in 
justices’ courts, and settling questions 
of history which no one but he seemed 
able to answer. 

When he was not making himself 
useful in many little ways around the 
courts, the “Count” was reading and 
studying. No one knew where he got 
his rest and sleep. The light would 
burn in his room at 317 South Second 
street until far into the morning, and 
he was always the first man at the bar 
of the corner saloon when it opened at 
5 a. m. 

“Count’’ Gerike was born near Eigh- 
teenth street and Cass avenue about 6 
years ago. From early boyhood he was 
a constant reader, studying many lan- 
guages and especially history. He knew 
the history of the formation of “every 
government, could tell the names of 
every ruler of the different countries 
down to the present time, and could 
give practically all information about 
these countries, their ‘people, art, liter- 
ature and religion. 

“Count”’’ Gerike is believed by former 
Justice “‘Bobby’’ Carroll, who was one 
of his best friends, to have had a 
right to the title which he assumed, and 
by which he was known. His grand- 
father was under sentence to be shot in 
Germany, where he was a member of 
the nobility, but escaped to America. 
He died in Philadelphia. 

During the earlier years of his life 
the “Coynt’’ was a student of law and 
medicine, and for 35 years has been a 
voluntary attache of different justice 
courts in St. Louis. Less than a year 
ago he was left $4000 in the wii of Hen- 
ry Boemler, a lawyer he had known for 
many years. The legacy was condi- 
tioned that the “Count’’ should enter the 
ministry. He had studied for the Luth- 
eran ministry, but would have had to 
devote considerable more time to study 
to have qualified himself to preach, 
He declined the legacy, saying: 

“To hell with that. I'm too old for 
that sort of thing.”’ 

For many years the “Count” had been 
a hard drinker. His friends say there 
Was never a day that he did not drink. 
Sometimes it would be only a little, and 
at other times he would be in a stupor 
for weeks. 

The “Count’” has*made a number of 
temperance speeches, usually while tn- 
toxicated. He would tell his friends he 
was a living example to others. 

_ The “Count’s” wife died three years 
ago, and since that time he had been 
living in two rooms at 317 South Second 
street. These rooms are filled with 
books and memoranda. For more than

5. No sleeeping ‘apartments for any 
person shall be permitted or maintained 
in any room used for manufacturing or 
storing flour or meal producis.

Assembly Have Passed 
Necessary Bills.

Reform Measures Result From 
Newspaper’s Agitation for 
the Commission. 


By March 4 St. Louis will have the 
Public Service Commission’ which the 
people have been demanding since Au- 
gust, 1907. 

In the political interests of its mem- 
bers and backers, the House of Dele- 
gates has passed a bill which, in its 
vital particulars, is the same as two it 
rejected 18 months ago. 

After receiving the signature of 
Speaker Conran of the House of Dele- 
gates and President Forman of the 
Council, the measure will go to Mayor 
Wells probably Feb. 23. » Within ten 
days after it is signed, the commis- 
sioners are to be appointed. As Mayor 
Wells will have considered his appoint- 
ments in the meantime, it is understood 
that the Commission will be established 
and ready to begin its work by March 4. 

There will be three members on the 
Commission. Those first named will 
serve for one, two and three years, re- 
spectively, and their successors for 
terms of three years each. Salaries of 
$2400 each will be paid to the commis- 
sioners, who are, to be sworn officers. 
No person who is an officer, employe or 
stockholder of a pubric utilities concern 
is eligible as a commissioner. 

The Commission is charged with the 
duty of investigating all rights, priv- 
lleges and franchises held by public 
utilities companies in St. Louis, study- 
ing the methods, facilities and service 
of each, recommending changes and im- 
provements and the reduction of rates 
an@ of fixing reasonable charges. wher- 
ever that is necessary. 

Will Advise Municipal Assembly. 

Suggestions as to regulative legisla- 
tion are also to be made to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. Reports must be 
filed by the Commission at least once 
every six months, and, in addition, at 
the end of the investigation into ‘any 
one subject. The Commission has no 
power to fix rates, but merely to ad- 
vise the Municipal Assembly. 

The Commission is to have judicial 
powers in the matter of compelling the 
attendance of witnesses and the produc- 
tlon of books and papers, and may ad- 
minister oaths and punish persons guilty 
of contempt respecting its orders. The 
Commission’s processes will be served 
through the City Marshal. 

All hearings and records of the Com- 
mission are to be open to the public. 
Offices for the Commission will be es- 
tablished in the City  iall. 

To meet the cost of expert sérvice 
and the salaries of its secretary and 
clerks an appropriation of $25,000 is car- 
ried in the bill. 

Officials at the City Hall freely give 
to the Post-Dispatch credit for both 
the public utilities bill just passed, and 
the Cooper enabling act, which empow- 
ers municipalities of the State to reg- 
ulate public service corporations. 

Councilman Cramer was the first 
member of the Municipal Assembly to 
introduce a bill authorizing a public 
service commission for St. Louis. His 
measure was in the main the same as 
that just enacted, but failed in the 
House of Delegates. Delegate Dwight 
Davis, on July 26, five days after Cra- 
mer’s bill was presented to the Council, 
submitted a like measure to the House 
of Delegates. 

The House of Delegates passed a bill 
contemplating a commission appointed 
by the Assembly. That measure, how- 
ever, after reaching Mayor Wells, was 
declared illegal because, although con- 
templating the creation of a new office 
it had failed of nine voteg in the Coun- 
cil. 

Eight Biils Prepared. 

Ancther attempt was made to get reg- 
ulative legislation, last fall, but the 
House of Delegates again refused to 
move. When the Supreme Court, in 
November, declared that the appoint- 
ment of an executive officer by the leg- 
islative department of the city would ten 
unconstitutional, City Counsel Bates no- 
tified the House of Delegates ana urged 
that any public-service bill shouig pro- 
vide for the selection of the commission 
by the Mayor.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Two battle- 
Ships of 26,000 tons each, to be the 
largest warships in any navy of the 
world, are provided for in the Naval 
Appropriation Bill, which was reported 
to the Senate today by Senator Hale. 

The Senate Committee reports in- 
creases in the various appropriations for 
the navy amounting’ to $1,058,427.52 over 
the sums allowed by the House, mak- 
ing the total proposed naval appropria- 
tion for the next fiscal year $136,825, 199.06. 

It is the judgment of the Senate Com- 
mittee, as it was of the House, that 
marines should be restored to their old 
duties on board ships. This makes a 
direct issue with the President, who 
recently issued an order, the effective 
of which would be to make the marine 
corps a land force, going to sea only 
when emergency demanded. 

Provision is also made for the con- 
solidation of the machine shops at the 
Navy Yards, in accordance with Sec- 
retary Newberry’s plans. 

The Secretary of the Navy is directed 
to investigate and report by a suitable 
board the question of the establish- 
ment of a naval base, including navy 
yard and repair stations, on the coast 
of California, south of San Francisco, 
and to submit an estimate of the ‘cost. 
At Mare Island, Cal., additional ap- 
propriations of $100,000 to improve the 
channel, and $100,000 for ordnance stores 
are recommended in the Senate bill, and 
$237,000 increase is also recommended for 
the Puget Sound Navy Yard. 

The bill creates the office of Vice- 
Admiral on the retired list, intended for 
the benefit of Rear-Admiral Robley D 
Evans. ,

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HUSBAND WHO 
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Charles B. Menaugh Says Wife 
Passed Laws and He Had 
to Observe Them. 








Charles B. Menaugh, in Judge Kin- 
sey’s court told how the elaborate set 
of rules framed bY his wife to govern 
his conduct at home spoiled his domestic 
happiness and caused a separation. 
His wife, Julia, is suing for a divorce, 
and he is fighting the suit with a cross- 
bill.. Their home was at 2222 Dodier 
street. He now lives at 3302 South Broad- 
way and his wife at 2631 Slattery street. 
They were married 26 years ago. 
“I couldn’t stand that set of rules,” 
said Menaugh on the witness stand.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—.n part 1 of the

- }M. Van Horn is to be heard. The news 


that this action was pending became 
public only yesterday, and it created 
surprise among the friends of the couple. 

Woven into the fabric of marital dis- 
agreement are strands of ciairvoyancy, 
‘psychic aversion,” “cumulative incom- 
patibility’’ and other weird, considera- 
tions. There is the story of a husband 
who is blindly devoted to the wife who 
accuses him of cruelty and abandon- 
ment, a nusband who pays all her bills, 
and who refuses even now to say any- 


thing against ‘her except that she has | 


been under treatment by a nerve spe- 
cialist for several years. 

The plaintiff is 3% years of age, tall, 
stately and beautiful. The defendant, 
from whom she seeks alimony in the 
sum of $750 per month, is the head of 
the bond department of the banking 
firm of A. B. Leach « Co. of 115 Broad- 
way. He was formerly bond clerk in 
the First National Bank, amd is well 
known in financial circles. There are 
few more popular men in ‘the street.’’ 
He is about 40 vears of age. 

Van Horns Have Three Children. 

In 1891, Van Horn was married to 
Eudora O’Shaunnessy in this city. whey 
moved to New Rochelle ang soon be- 
came prominent in socigty there. Three 
children wese born to them. One is 
now 16, one 14 and one 9 years of age 
The older ones are in school at Great 
Barrington. The other is attending a 
private scheol in this city. 

In her application Mrs. Van Horn 
charges her husband with cruelty and 
abandonment. She states that he has 
beaten and abused one of the children 
and fixes the time of such alleged ill- 
treatment as five years ago. Since that 
time she has lived with him, has writ- 
ten fervent love letters to him when he 
has been absent on business, has spoken 
of him as the best and dearest husband 
in the worid, and had in every way 
manifested warm affection for him. 

Now she claims to have a strong aver- 
sion to him and maintains that she 
cannot continue to share his home. 

In New Rochelle, Mr. Van Horn ac- 
quired the reputation of being a model 
husband. His devotion to his wife and 
children was a matter of neighborhood 
comment. 

The story of the estrangement that 
now comes out is to the effect that in 
1903 Mrs. Van Horn suffered a serious 
illness, and that since then she has not 
been the same. It is stated that she 
now-declares that she has never loved 
her husband since then, and that gradu- 
ally her aversion to his society has be- 
come so great that it is unbearable. 
She maintains that he is not her ‘soul 
mate,”” and that it would be wrong to 
continue to live with him even if she 
felt no aversion. 

Husband Pays the Bilis, 

Mr. Van Horn tearfully admits that 
his wife has taken this stand, but in- 
sists that “she is the best woman in the 
world.”’ 

He pays all her bills. In December 
it cost him $898 to keep her at the Hotel 
Woodward, where she makes her home, 
paying her board and incidental ex- 
penses. In January he paid bills for 
her amounting to nearly $700. His salary 
is $10,000 a year, and he says he is will- 
ing to give her all that is necessary to 
her comfort and pleasure. 

Two years ago the couple moved from 
New Rochelle to the Hotel Woadward. 
One of the children contracted a con- 
tagious disease and a physician required 
Mr. Van Horn to take the other chil- 
dren and move to another hotel tem- 
porarily. When he tried to come back 
his wife refused to receive him. They 
have not lived together since. 

Mrs. Van Horn in the interim, it ap- 
pears, became interested in psychical re- 
search. She consulted clairvoyants, 
among them one Pendergast, of Atlantic 
City. She attended numerous “sittings’’ 
here and in other places. Her aversion 
to her husband became more and more 
marked as she progressed in the study of 
things occult, and all his pleadings for 
a reconciliation were in vain.

Louisiana . Purchase Exposition 
Company Offers Surplus 
for the Purpose. 


A statue of Thomas Jefferson, to cost 
$200,000 and to be erected in Forest Park 
on the site of the Government Building 
during the World’s Fair, was proposed 
by David R., Francis in Washington, ac- 
cording to press dispatches Wednesday.

Actien on three bills requiring the 
Iron. Mountain, Missourl Pacific and 
Frisco railroads to abolish the grade 
crossings at Tower Grove avenue by 
depressing their tracks will not be 
taken by the House of Delegates Com- 
mittee on Railroads for at least a week. 
Chairman Frank Simmons says that the 
bills will be permitted “‘to rest awhile.” 

Predictions about the City Hall are 
that none of the measures will be fa- 
vorably reported, although some of the 
delegates declare themselves in favor 
fof putting on the railroads the expense 
of eliminating the grade crossing. 

At the public hearing by the Railroad 
Committee Tuesday, V. H. Roberts, rep- 
resenting the Ameritan Tobacco Co., 
which is opposing the lowering of the 
tracks, expressed gratification at the 
opportunity of meeting Frank H. Ger- 
hart, of Whom, he said, he had read a 
great deal. He referred to Mr. Gerhart 
as a_ self-appointed champion of the 
people. 

‘Mr. Gerhart wants, net depression 
of the railorads, but oppression of the 
railroads,” said Mr. Roberts. 

Gerhart Causes Treuble. 

' “Such men as he cause more trouble 
than all the corporations. Frdm his 
description of the.conditions at Tower 
Grove one would suppose that the rail- 
roads were keeping there a leviathan te 
devour men, women and children. Mr. 
Gerhart seems to know more about the 
business of the railroads than § they 
know themselves. He ought to be hired 
to advise them.” : 

Attorney Roberts said that the Amer- 
ican Tobacco Co. was not opposed to the 
abolition of the crossing at Tower 
Grove, but would resist the depression 
of the tracks. Gerhart's plan, Roberts 
said, would drive away from Tower 
Grove all the industries which had to 
have switches connecting their plants 
with the three railroads. 

In his speech advocating the 
of the bills Mr. Gerhart said tifat the 
Municipal Assembly should regard as¢ 
the prime consideration not what would 
hurt the railroads but what would in- 
jure the city, and should avoid that. 
He declared that the tracks could be 
depressed with advantage to the rail- 
roads and that the taxpayers should 
not be required to pay for remedying a 
condition which had been created by the 


railroads.

It is significant that the first practical proposal 
of State regulation of commercial monopolies 
should come from the Standard Oil Co. It is the 
Rockefeller idea devised ‘to perpetuate monopoly 
and to rid monopoly shareholders and directors 
of costly and amazing prosecutions under anti- 
trust laws. John D. Rockefeller is the most per- 
sistent advocate of the plan of licensing and reg- 
ulaéfhg great industrial and commercial corpora- 
tions. Having perfected his own great trust and 
having large interests in other trusts he finds the 
best hope of their perpetuation and profitable 
operation, in view of growing public opposition, 
in haying them placed under the protection of 
the Federal and State governments through a 
systerh of supervision and control. 

Mr. Roosevelt embodied the Rockefeller idea 
in his recommendation that the Federal anti- 
trust law be so amended that the great corpora- 
tions shall be placed under the supervision of 
Federal commissioners with discretionary powers 
to punish or regulate them. 

The application of this plan of regulating, in- 
stead of punishing and dissolving, monopoly to 
State government is presented in the “proposal of 
the Standard Oil attorneys to our own Supreme 
Court. It is in tentative form. It suggests a com- 
promise of the judgment of ouster by the forma- 
tion of a single Standard Oil company to be di- 
rected by trustees under the supervision of the 


Supreme Court. It is put forward and 
is actepted by the Attorney-General as a tem- 


poriry expedient to preserve the corporation and 
4 its. ahdberty and to give the people of the State 
the benefit of its resources. But a policy of this 
kind once entered upon is difficult to change. The 
first step is usually the decisive step. That the 
plan is a preliminary introduction to a thorough 
scheme of monopoly regulation to be substituted 
for the present anti-trust law is manifest from its 
accord with the views expressed by Gov. Hadley 
in his inaugural message. Joining the monopoly 
of the public utility corporation With the monop- 
oly resulting from combinations or trusts—two 


essentially different creations—The Governcr 


said: 

‘‘Assuming the power of regulation to ex- 
ist, I believe it would be advisable to give to 
the representatives of the State the discre- 
tionary power to institute proceedings for the 
purpose of regulating the charges and the 
conduct of a.business which is in effect a mo- 
nopoly or impressed with a public use or to 
proceed in the courts to punish and sup- 
press ft.’’. 

There is no equivocation in this utterance. It 
is‘ the Roosevelt recommendation in essence ap- 
plied to the State government. The State authorities 
dre’ to be given discretionary powers to deter- 
mine when a monopoly, trust or combination is 
to be punished and suppressed or to be regulated. 

The adoption of the plan would revolutionize 
the government of Missouri. It is diametrically 
opposed to the principles which underlie the laws 
dealing with monopoly and reverses the State’s 
fixed anti-monopoly polity. It would place dan- 
gerous powers liable to enormous abuses in the 
hands of the State authorities. The fate of every 
corporation tainted with monopoly would rest 
with them.

We do not believe that the State Supreme Court 
will approve the temporary and tentative expedi- 
ent, but regardless of the fate of the proposal the 
people of the State confront a crisis in their po- 
litical and industrial progress. They must decide 
the issue of State-regulated monopolies ‘raised by 
the Governor and supported by the most powerful 
speapertind in existence. 
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Is it wonderful that the public is not well 
served when capable men must be begged by 
governors and mayors to take office? Consid- 
ering the reluctance of such men to assume pub- 
lic duties the wonder is that there are not more 
abuses and scandals.

COMMON LAW OF LIBEL. 

In view of President Roosevelt's contention that 
Federal officials and the United States es 
rate be libeled under the English common law, in 

the absence of statutory restrictions fh the states of 
the Union, it is interesting to see just what the En- 
slish common law really is. In Blackstone IV, 150, 
we find; 

“Of a nature very similar to the challenges (to fight) 
are libels, libelli famosi, which are malicious defama- 
tions, of any person, and especially a magistrate, 
made public-by either printing, writing, sighs or pic- 
tures in order to provoke him to wrath or expose him 
to public hatred, contempt and ridicule. The direct 
tendency ‘of these libels is a breach of the public 
peace by stirring up the objects of them to revenge 
and perhaps to bloodshed. 

“It is immaterial, with respect to the essence of a 
libel, Whether the matter or it be true or false, since 
the provocation and not the falsity, is the thing to 
be punished criminally, though doubtless, the false- 
hood of it may aggravate jts guilt and enhance its 
punishment.’’ 

Foot Note: ‘“‘The words of Lord Mansfield, ‘the 
Sreater the truth, the greater the libel,’ were founded 
On principle and supporfed by very ancient authori- 


| ty—Christian.”’ 


“By the law of the Twelve Tables at Rome, li- 
bels which affected the reputations of another were 
made a capital offense; but before the reign of Au- 
gustus the punishment became corporal only. Under 
the Emperor Valentinian it was again made capital, 
not only to write, but to publish or even omit de- 
stroying them. Our law in this.and many other respects 
corresponds rather with the Middge Age of Roman 


| jurisprudence, when liberty, learning and humanity 


were in their full vigom than with the cruel edicts 
that were established in the dark an@ tyrannical 
ages of the antiente decemviri or the latér emperors. 

Foot Note: ‘The art of printing, soon after its in- 
troduction, was looked upon (as well in England as in 
other countries) as merely a matter of state, and 
subject to the coercion o@ the crown. It was there- 
fore regulated with us by the King’s proclamation, 
prohibitions, charters of privilege and of license, and 
finally by the decrees of the Court of Star Chamber, 
which limited the number of printers and of presses 
which each should employ and prohibited new publi- 
cations unless préviously approved by proper licens- 
ers. On tife demolition of this odious jurisdiction in 
1641, the long Parliament of Charles jy after their rup- 
ture with that Price, assumed the same powers as 
the Star Chamber increased. In 1662 was passed the 
statute 13 and 14 Cor. II C. 38, which was copied 
from the parliamentary ordinances. This act expired 
in 1679, but was revived by statute I Jac. II C. 17, and 
continued till 1692. It was then continued for two 
years longer by statute 4 W. & M. C. 2%; but though 
frequent attempts were made by the Government to 
revive it in the subsequent part of the reign, yet Par- 
liament resisted it so strongly that it finally expired; 
and the press became properly free in 1694 and have 
ever so since continued.” ; 

Blackstone says the press became properly free 
in 1694, but it could have been _only relatively true as 
the following surviving restrains attest in his com- 
mentaries: 

“Words spoken in diseatetion of a peer, a judge 
or other great officer of the realm, which are called 
scandulum magnatum, are held to be still more 
heinous (than common libel or slander) and though 
they be such as would not be actionable in the case 
of a common person, yet when spoken in disgrace of 
such high and respectable characters, they amount to 
yan atrocious injury: which is redressed by an action 
on the case, founded on many anciente statute, as 
well on behalf of the crown to inflict the punishment 
of imprisonment on the slanderer, as on behalf of 
the party to recover damages for the injury sus- 
tained.’’ 

The more privileged the class the more scandalous 
to complain of them, on the assumption that the 
higher up they were the nearer they were to being 
unable to do wrong, and so we see the climax reached 
when the Chief Magistrate or the Government spoken 
of disrespectfully or are warned or cautioned, for 
then the offense ceased to be libel or slander and 
became high treason, punishable by death. 

George III confirmed and made perpetual the Lex 
Julia Majestatis, declared by Augustus Caesar, which 
made the crime of high treason out of the mere ex- 
pressing, printing or writing anything calculated to 
constrain the King or Parliament to change his or 
its opinions or counselors, or to express, print or 
write anything calculated to bring disrespect upon 
the Chief Magistrate. The same law had existed long 
before George and a notable instance of its far- 
fetched application is to be found in I Hol. P. C. 115, 
cited by Christian. It is recorded that Edward IV, 
a mighty hunter, killed the favorite buck on the 
preserves of a gentleman, who was so incensed at 
his loss that he was overheard to wish the buck, 
horns and all, in the belly of him who counseled the 
King to kill fit. It turned out that the King was his 
own counselor in the killing, hence it was adjudged 
a treasonable utterance against the King himseif 
and the gentleman lost his head and, worse, as is 
to be seen by Blackstone's description of the penalty 
for libeling or slandering the Chief Magistrate. 

‘‘The punishment of high treason in general is very 
solemn and terrible. 1. That the offender be drawn 
to the’ gallows, and not be carried or walk; though 
usually (by connivance, at length ripened by human- 
ity into law) a sledge or hurdle is allowed to pre 
serve the offender from the extreme torment of be- 
ing. dragged on the ground or pavement. 2. That he 
be hanged by the neck and then cut down alive. 3. 
That his entrails be taken out and burned while he 
is yet alive. 4. That his head be cut off. 6. That his 
body be divided into four parts. 6. That his Nead 
and quarters be at the King’s disposal.”’ 

This gives some idea of the history and growth of 
the common law of libel which President Roosevelt 
is now seeking to invoke in his proceedings against 
the New York World and its proprietor.

It is enough that New York is more 
unclean than it has been; that, as the 
Evening Post says: ““‘There are at least 
four plays in hitherto reputable thea- 
ters so in@ecent or dealing with such 
disgusting themes that they would not 
have been tlerated a few years ago; 
while in theaters and music halls that 
were never too reputable license runs 
to new extremes of audacity.”’ There 
is besides an opera which was written 
by a pervert jailed for criminal con- 
duct, in an effort to produce ‘“some- 
thing curieus and sensual?’ an opera 
which deals in morbid tastes suitable 
for medical treatises and fails to de- 
grade only healthy hearers, whom it 
sickens into disgust. 


In an age when machinery, co-opera- 
tive industry and hotel life have re- 
lLeved of household duties a large class 
of women who have no mental re- 
sources to employ their leisure to ad- 
vantage, a stage license which at the 
time of the Stuart Restoration de- 
bauched the few now “‘besieges the 
morals of many of the sex that has 
always been the chief conservative 
force of society. For these women there 
is less contamination in the boldly in- 
decent than in the cynicism which 
makes of unchastity a jest and of 
adultery a commonplace.

$50,000,000 and more each year to edu- 
cate its children and leave open to them 
the opportunity to hear plays which sap 
the home virtues, make mockery of in- 
tellectual life and represent the pur- 
suit of monéy to buy gilded vice as the 
end of existence? Why wonder that 
we have had a million divorces in 20 
years, when every budding dramatist 
seeks fortune in the play of “problem’’ 
and of “‘strong situations,”’ in the ‘‘eter- 
nal triangle,”’ the “other woman” and 
the imagined “war of the sexes?’’
